Clubs are now being formed in 
every quarter, and in the meantime 
the newspapers which have done the

“The German Social Democracy,” 
concludes the writer, “has lived 
through a great hour, and, as was to 
have been expected, has proved 
worthy. May it continue to discard 
the half-true and the untrue, and 
dare to be of large caliber.”

Bringing native Japanese nuns from 
the Land of the Cherry Blossom across 
the sea to help Christianize people in 
Los Angeles—that is the unique situ- 
ation which has its fulfillment today. 
When the steamer Shinyo Maru 
docks at San Francisco this morning, 
after a voyage of twenty days from 
Nagasaki, it will land four Japanese 
nuns, known as Visitation Sisters, who 
are to come to Los Angeles to engage 
in active missionary work here. 

Rev. A. Breton, P.F.M., who is in 
charge of the Japanese Catholic Mis- 
sion in Los Angeles, is responsible for 
bringing about the incoming of the 
Japanese nuns. For five years he was 
a missionary in Japan, and there be- 


work done by the Visitation Sisters. 
Two Years ago he came to Los An- 
geles, at the invitation of Bishop Con- 
aty, and began an investigation of the 
possibilities of Catholic mission work 
among the Japanese here. At that 
time he found only a small handful 
of professed Japanese Catholica.

ECENTLY the Federated Im- 

provement Association of Los An- 
geles at a meeting in Burbank Hall

Council to submit to the voters the 
question of issuing $4,500,000 worth 
of bonds for the completion of har- 
bor improvements. Those responsible 
for the movement point out that there 
may be a saving of a million dollars 
annually ‘to the people of the city and 
its surroundings in the freight brought 


tended, might be greatly increased by 
the investment of a little more, from 
which a return might be expected in- 
estimably greater than now enjoyed. 

Among other things, a dry dock 
is advocated, in order that vessels 
may be repaired at this port and not 
be obliged to stand the expense of go- 
ing to San Francisco, an expense 
sometimes greatly increased hy the 
necessity of towing. 

Los Angeles Harbor is already one 
of the most important not only in the 
country, but in the world. It has ad- 
vantages, pointed out from time to 
time by The Times, making it vastly 
superior to any other harbor on the 
globe. 

Its importance is only beginning to 
dawn upon the people of the country, 
even upon those who live right on its 
shores or in the city whose name it 
bears. Does anybody who thinks 
about it at all doubt that Los Angeles 
is to be one of the great manufacturing 
centers of the United States? 
Of course, all the manufacturing 
plants will not be about the bay. 
In our opinion that would be 
impossible for lack of room. We 
look for the continual establishing of 
manufacturing plants all along the 
river between the wholesale center of 
the city and the docks at the harbor. 
But there are certain manufacturing 
plants that will naturally go to the 
harbor in the future, as they do now. 
Where the finished products shall be, 
of great weight, where they shall be 
destined largely for exportation to 
foreign countries, and where the raw 
material comes largely from overseas, 
the advantage ih having the plant 
where ship and car may come together 
is too obvious to require dwelling 
upon. Does anyone doubt that in the 
future (not distant, but near, compar- 
atively speaking) the population of San 
Pedro, with Wilmington included, will 
number 100,000? 


Who Gets Big Prize? 

OSSIBLY the largest prize at 
» stake in the big war now raging in 
Europe is the city of Constantinople. 
Russia wants it, the Teutons want it, 
the Balkan states would like to have 
it, and Greece might lay a very good 
claim to the city. 

Whoever gets it will get a position 
of immense strategic and commercial 
importance. This is a fact recognized 
in history for more than 2500 vears. 
The city has been a stake in many a 
war and the prize in a good many vic- 
tories. 

Constantinople was founded in 667 
B.C. by a colony of Greeks, mixed 
Dorians and Megarians. The Greeks 
were among the earliest colonizers in 
the history of civilization, and their 
colonies reached almost every portion 
of the Black and the Mediterranean 
Seas. In the internecine wars carried 
on among the little Greek republics 
700 or 800 years after the founding of 
the city, it was almost destroyed. 
Then it was refounded in 324 A. D. by 
Constantine I, the first Christian Em- 
peror, who, disliking Rome on many 
accounts, looked about for a new site 
as the center for his empire and picked 
the old city, formerly known as By- 
zantium, which he renamed Constanti- 
nople after himself. , 
Later on it was taken by the Turks 
on May 29, 1453. The Turks had be- 


in at the port. The revenue, it is con-| 


anople in 1361. And the Turks have 
held it ever since. 

Russia has had her eye upon the city 
since the time of Peter the Great, but 
England blocked her in this game in 
which the Crimean war was one of the 
stages, and more recently Germany 
has coveted the possession of the city 
with greedy eyes. Under a just gov- 
ernment and in the hands of a virile, 
progressive people the city might be 
made the center of a wonderful empire 
and of quite as wonderful a commerce. 
It lies on the borderland between Eu- 
rope and Asia, and that gives it its im- 
portance. The Bosporus gets its 
name from having been the place 
where, according to Greek mythol- 
ogy, Jupiter, disguised as a bull, car- 
ried lo from Asia into Europe. The 
myth means the crossing of civiliza- 
tion from one continent to another. 

At the present day, according to re- 
cent statistics, the population is some- 
where between 800,000 and 1,000,000. 
Of these, about 385,000 are Moslems, 
nearly 153,000 Greeks, nearly 150,000 
Armenians, and the rest made up of a 
heterogeneous aggregation. 

The imports amount annually to 
about £7,000,000 Turkish, and the ex- 
ports to a little ove? £4,000,000 in the 
same currency. The British have 
about 40 per cent. of the import trade 
of the city. But the trade of Germany 
is increasing very rapidly. Between 
1896 and 1904 the British trade showed 
an increase of about 33 per cent., that 
of Austria-Hungary about 60 per 
cent., Italy 98 per cent., and Germany 
130 per cent. The shipping visiting 
the port in 1905 numbered 9796 ves- 
sels, representing a total tonnage of 
14,785,080. 


Good Example to Follow. 

N WASHINGTON’S BIRTH- 

DAY of the current year there 
was an anniversary celebration in ev- 
ery department in the Capitol. The 
most important feature in this cele- 
bration was that in Congress. Gen. 
Washington’s farewell address was 
read both in the House of Representa- 
tives and in the Senate. 


The incident may seem unimpor- 
tant, indeed trivial, in the eyes of cas- 
ual readers of the news, but to us this 
is not the right view to take of the 
event. When was Washington’s fare- 
well address read before in either 
house of Congress? How many mem- 
bers of either House have not read it 
at all in their lives, or ever heard it 
read? It is only one of many impor- 
tant documents emanating from the 
minds of the founders of this republic 
well worthy of perusal by every citi- 
zen of the country, whether foreign- 
born or native, and which especially 
commend themselves not only to a 
casual perusal, but for careful study 
on the part of everyone who aspires 
to take any important part in the gov- 
ernment of the country. It ought to 
be at the tongue’s end of every mem- 
ber of Congress, whether in the House 
or the Senate: it ought to be well 
known to every Governor of every 
State in the Union and to every legis- 
lator as well as to every judge that 
sits upon the bench of any court high 
or low in the United States. Yet we 
venture to say that a vast number, 
possibly a large majority, of would-be 
statesmen, of real politicians, are as 
ignorant of these documents as they 
are of Chinese metaphysics. 

We have had a great deal of vaga- 
ries and revolutionary ideas on the 
part of our lawgivers, law interpreters 
and law executives in_ these latter 
days, every one of them a radical de- 
parture from the views held and the 
practices followed bY the men who re- 
lieved the country from oppression at 
the hands of England and who took 
an important part in the framing. of 
the government, national and ‘State. 

Men like the French statesman 
Montesquieu and Sir James Bryce, 
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cupies the leading position among 
British statesmen, hold the founders 
of the American republic in deep ven- 
eration and high esteem, accounting 
them as having been possessed of a 
wisdom and insight into affairs almost 
miraculous, certainly partaking of the 
nature of high inspiration.

The man who ate the first oyster, 
the girl who negotiated the first lob- 
ster, and the fat party who masticated 
the first ripe olive are all heroic pio- 
neers, although their identity is some- 
what obscure. The raw and un- 
processed olive for wunalloyed bitter- 
ness of heart has the green persimmon, 
overshadowed and makes Peruvian 
bark taste quite palatable. | 

But now that the simple process of 
extracting the bitterness is under- 
stood, the olive comes to the table as 
a masterful relish. 

The olive with its stinger pulled is 
fodder for the gods. The olive and 
the fig stood side by ‘side at the dawn 
of. history. Mother Eve was a con- 
noisseur of fig-leaf apparel and Shem 
climbed an olive tree the day after the 
flood subsided. The uses of the fig 
and olive for food and oil have been 
understood to some extent during the 
entire flight of ‘recorded time, but 
‘never until the present year and in the 
golden State of California have they 
come wholly and fully unto their own. 

It is only now that the method of 
propagating, pruning and producing 
the perfect olive is really understood. 
The processed ripe olive of the ban- 
quet table of today is as different from 
the gnarled specimens gathered by the 
.mission fathers from their pioneer 
trees as the peach varies from the on- 
ion. The earlier olives almost ran 
wild. They practically seeded or oth- 
erwise reproduced themselves, and 
they grew without care or conse- 
quence. If the crop were gathered at 
all, some of it would be pressed for an 
inferior quality of olive oil and the 
rest would be wasted on a cheap grade 
of soap.

While it is true that the olive is an 
acquired taste, it is much easier for 
the stranger to take it on with the 
ripened than with the green ones.

Protecting Our Fish. ~* 
ECENTLY a bill was signed by 
the Governor of Oregon and by the 

Governor of Washington providing 

for joint regulation of fishing in the 

Columbia River. Heretofore, no 

agreement has been reached between 

these two States providing for any 
control of taking fish in that great 

stream. The consequence has been a 

go-as-you-please game in fishing in 

the Columbia, with decidedly disas- 
trous results to those on both banks 
of the river, and much more than that 
to the people of the whole country.

trous has not been peculiar to the two 
States in question here, nor to the Co- 
lumbia River.

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Geological Survey has been carrying on 
an investigation with a view of publishing

that California has an area of 158,000 square 
miles, the second largest State in the Union. 
In California is the lowest depression of dry 
land in the United States, Death Valley, 276 
feet below sea level. The State also has the 
highest uplift in the United States, Mount 
Whitney, 14,501 feet above sea level. In 
temperature the Salton Sink shows a tem- 
perature of 130 degrees in the shade, the 
highest recorded in continental United 
States, while it is also very probable that 
the lowest temperatures are reached on 
the high peaks like Mount Whitney and 
Mount Shasta. This would give a differ- 
ence well along toward 200 degrees. So in 
the rainfall] record, the most arid sections 
of the deserts of California represent the 
extreme of aridity in the United States, an 
average of less than three inches per 
annum, with periods of twelve months or 
more with only a trace of rain. On the 
contrary, the precipitation in northwestern 
California reaches an annual average of 
close to 100 inches. 

These data show why the State produces 
almost every crop known not merely in the 
United States, but in the world, why its 
scenery is so grandly sublime in the mount- 
ains and so softly beautiful along the plains 
and river courses. California is in fact a 
kind of microcosm of the world.

The United States is about the only impor- 
tant nation in the world that is and will be 
neutral between the combatants now en- 
gaged in the awful strife, and of course the 
conference will be held on some neutral 
soil. Argentine might dispute the honor 
with the United States so far as neutrality 
is concerned and for many other reasons, 


but that great republic of the southern 


hemisphere is somewhat remote from most 
of the nations and difficult to reach. When 
the Russo-Japanese war came to an end the 
peace commissioners met in the United 
States, and they are likely to do the same 
thing when the great Armageddon now in 
progress is fought out to the bitter end. 

And if the United States is to have the 
honor, what city in the country can set up 
a better claim to it than San Francisco’ 
This war involves alike Occident and Orient, 
and if there is any place on earth where 
East becomes West and the West Fast, is it 
not at the metropolis of the great Golden 
State? 


Second Another Motion. 

N MARCH 8 the United States Sugar- 

Manufacturing Association convened in 
San Francisco. At the meeting an exhaus- 
tive collection of data on free sugar made 
by the association was presented to the 
members. There were present representa- 
tives of thirty-six beet-sugar factories of 
America, and among the propositions be- 
fore the meeting was the appointment of 
a delegation to go to Washington and lay 
before the lawgivers and the administra- 
tion a plea for having sugar taken off 
the free list. 

Sugar ought never to have gone on the 
free list, and it was about the first sub- 
ject introduced in Congress which made any 
breach at all in the solid front presented 
by the Democratic party in its‘team work 
under the President. It was a monstrous 


everything the President proposed that it 
should have passed. It plays right into the 
hands of the sugar trust by giving them raw 
sugar free of duty; and throws the trade 
in this commodity to foreign growers of 
cane sugar, destroying the industry of beet- 
sugar manufacturing in our own country, 
to the detriment not only of the sugar 
manufacturers, but what concerns us all 
more, to the ruin of hundreds of honest 
American farmers who make a prosperous 
living out of growing beets. 

It has been intimated in whispers in 
Washington that the administration, its ad- 
visors and the whole party, see the damage 
to befall the industry of beet sugar manu- 
facturing in this country if at the beginning 
of next year sugar goes on the free list. 
When that date arrives the government is 
likely to be up to its ears in debt and the 
treasury swamped under obligations it can- 
not meet. The duty on sugar produces a 
revenue of about $60,000,000 a year, and it 
seems more than likely that a proper pres- 
entation of the subject to Mr. Wilson and 
the Democratic leaders in Congress might 
result in prompt action saving the vast in- 
dustry so important to thousands of farmers, 
and to no State more important than to Cali- 
fornia. 


China at the Exposition. 

E LOVE to dwell on the Panama-Pa- 

cific Exposition, now open in San Fran. 
cisco, as a means of education in many 
ways to the visitors whose privilege and ad- 
vantage it will be to see the various parts 
of the great show. Is there any country 
in the world more interesting to us than 
China, and any part of China more thrilling 
in interest than the Forbidden City. the 
royal quarters inside of old Peking? 

At the exposition this hidden city wil! be 
reproduced and open to the eyes of al! be- 
holders. The contrast between the oriental 
splendor and western simplicity will be 
sensational in the extreme. From Milton's 
time we have known of the “riches of Or- 
muz and the Ind,” also of barbaric splen- 
dor, pearls and gold. People have read these 
phrases, and their mental vision has been 
dazzled with the suggestion presented. Here 
will be an opportunity of seeing this tn the 
concrete, and it will be worth a visit from 
any part of the United States to San Fran- 
cisco if there is nothing at the fair except 
this reproduction of the hidden city of the 
Tartar dynasty, governing China for so 
many years. 


Our Own Museum. 

OS ANGELES people, both those resi- 

dent here and our visitors, are begin- 
ning to know that we have a museum our- 
selves. It is only an infant in this line of 
interest, but a most lusty and promising one. 
On Bunday afternoons it is open from 2 
until 5 o'clock, and during that time on a 
recent Sunday 3960 persons entered its 
ooors. This was an average of 1320 an 
hour, or twenty-two a minute, a little more 
than one in every three seconds. The col- 
lection of pictures, relics of antiquity, fossil 
remains of animals, and many other sectiong 
of the museum astonish those who behold it 
for the first time. The building is set in the 
middie of a beautiful park and is easily 
reached by street car from every part of 
the city. 


Cotton for Europe. 

HE IMPORTANCE of Los Angeles har- 

bor is growing apace. On March 8, the 
Blue Funnel liner Moyune sajled for Liver- 
pool carrying through the cana! 1000 bales of 
Imperial Valley cotton. It had been on the 
docks for weeks awaiting a ship to carry 
it out, and this is supposed to be the initial 
movement of what promises to develop into 
an important movement between this city 
and Europe. The harbor has long been 
known as one of the principal handling 
places of lumber in the world. The South- 
ern Pacific is receiving the first consign- 
ment now of an order of 24,000,000 feet of 
lumber in ties for railroad use. On March 
9 this first installment of the order came 
in. Alongside of the ship were four others 
with general cargoes to the port. There are 
twelve lumber-carrying vessels plying be- 
tween Los Angeles harbor and Puget Sound,

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Niland’s First Birthday. 

UST a year ago this department calied 

attention to the founding of a new city, 
Niland, in the Imperial Valley. On March 
13, the city celebrated its first birthday. 
The year has not been a prosperous one gen- 
erally in the United States, and the depres- 
sion has affected even the Great Southwest. 
But in spite of these untoward circum- 
stances Niland is a mighty youngster &mong 
the cities of the Great Southwest. It has a 
population of 300 souls, the building record 
of the year is seventy-five structures, either 
for business or residence purposes, the little 
city has an electric light and douniestic 
water service instailed, and the streets of 
the business section are paved. The im- 
provements in the town proper for the year 
amount to a value of $250,000, and in the 
country around, 3500 acres have been re. 
claimed and put to crops. The new city has 
twenty-five miles of streets and roads, fifty 
miles of irrigation ditches, and has voted 
bonds in the sum of $15,000 for a schoo! 
house. The baby city is looking forward 
to a prosperous future, as it is right near 
the Iron Chief mine, for which the late E. 
H. Harriman pald $8,000 000. 


Canning Fish. 

HE harbor is becoming an important 

center of canning fish. The Southern 
California Fish Company has just secured 
a wharf franchise for a new fish cannery at 
East San Pedro. The contract has been let 
to a Los Angeles builder, and provides for 
a structure 665x110 feet, with a warehouse 
annex of 65x15” feet: It is to have all the 
newest machinery, including every labor- 
saving device known to the industry. Most 
of the other canneries around the harbor are 
increasing their facilities, anticipating the 
largest pack of tuna this summer in the bis- 
tory of the harbor. 


Keeping Up its Record. 

T THE end of the first three weeks 

since the opening of the Panama- 
Pacific Exposition at San Francisco, on 
Mareh 13, the total attendance was an- 
nounced as 1! 468.874, or an approximate 
average of 7°).°00 a day. This shows that 
the interest is being maintained. Of course, 
the attendance the first day was unusually 
large, and it is scarcely possible to keep up 
the average of the first week. The daily 
average for the first two weeks was 
about 74,000, and with an average of 70,000 
for the three weeks it is evident that the 
fallingoff is very slight.

ARCH 11, at a public election, the

$121,000 for a municipal pier at Redondo 
was carried by a very handsome two-thirds 
vote.

The Wool Market. 


HOW THE WAR iS AFFECTING IT IN 
ARGENTINA, 

WAREHOUSES FILLED WITH BALES AWAIT- 
ING SHIPMENT—WORLD'S BIGGEST WOOL 
MARKET—HOW ARGENTINA IS IMPROVING 
ITS SHEEP—THE NEW STOCK FARMS OF 
PATAGONIA AND TIERRA DEL FUBGO. 
GREAT FACTORIES WHICH FREEZE MUTTON 
AND LAMB—ANIMALS KILLED AND TRANS- 
PORTED TO EUROPE AT A COST OF ONB 
CENT A POUND. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 


UENOS AIRES.—The way in Europe is 
seriously affecting the wool market of 

Argentina. The mills of Belgium are 
idle and those of France are running at 
only a fraction of their capacity. The ex- 
ports to Germany are entirely cut and 
the only markets left are England and the 
United States. Before the war began, 
France, Belgium, Germany and Austria were 
taking about two-thirds of the wool clip, 
and the government here is now asked to 
aid the wool growers in increasing their 
business with us. The clip of this year 
will amount to more than 250,000,000 
pounds, and the Mercado Central de Frutos 
is already packed with bales awaiting ship- 
ment abroad. 

The Mercado Central de Frutos is the 
largest wool market of the world. In con- 
nection with Bahia Blanca, the great port 
of Southern Argentina, it handles practi- 
cally all of the wool grown in the republic 
and something like 200,000,000 pounds pass 


of which there are more than 2500. It has 
1300 windows, and 50,000 cars loaded with 
freight come into it every year. It is situ- 
ated on the banks of the Riachuelo River, 
surrounded by a network of railways, and 
at such a place that freight can come in by 
ship from different parts of the republic 
and go out on ocean vessels to all parts of 
the world. The business of the market is 
enormous. Something like a thousand ships 
load and unload at its wharves every year, 
and it takes care of hides, grain, skins and 
wool to the hundreds of millions of pounds. 


Method of Handling. 


le vast iron roof supported by iron pillars, 


At shearing time the wool comes in both 
on trains and on ghips. ’ There are not 
oe cars to haul the crop, and the vast 
market is so packed that you can hardly 
get through it. Its three floors are stacked 
high with bales of dirty, greasy wool, and 
the carts and wagons that carry the wool 
from the trains and boats fill the streets. 
Much of the work is done with hydraulic 
cranes, and the arrangement is such that a 
great part of the clip goes from the cars 
and ships direct to its place in the market. 
Each man's wool is in a pile by itself, and 
SO arranged that the buyers can easily ex-4 
amine it. The wool is sold unwashed. It 
is said to lose 50 per cent. of its weight by 
being cleaned, and the exporters say that it 
crosses the ocean better in an unwashed 
state. The clip of this year contains so 
much grease that when I thrust my hand in 
one of the bales it came out shining as 
though I had dipped it in vaseline, and I had 


The market is 
owned by a stock company, which has a 
capital of $3,000,000 in gold, and which for

The Argentine wool crop is growing in 
value. The quantity is not as great as it 
has been in the past, but the quality is 
steadily improving, the amount per sheep 
growing, and today the average fleece is

This is due to the improvement brought 
about by the importation of fine stock. 

Every day or so there is an auction sale 
of imported rams here, and not long ago a 
California Merino sold for $2000 in gold. 
There is one estanciero who recently paid 
$150,000 for 930 imported sheep, and during 
my stay in the country I have seen a hun- 
dred rams which would sell at auction for 
$500 and upward apiece. 

The wool clip of 1885 was sold for about 
$36,000,000, and since then it has risen as 
high in one year as $59,000,000. In 1912 the 
amount received for the wool was $58,000,- 
000, and altogether, during the past genera- 
tion, the country has gotten $1,500,000,000 
from its wool crop and something like $200.- 
000,000 from the sheepskins. This does not 
take in the enormous receipts from frozen 
mutton and lamb, which amount to hun- 
dreds of millions more.

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GOOD ENGINEERING. 
HE canal in Southern France which, 
Tv the help of the Garonne River, 
unites the Atlantic and the Mediterra- 
nean is the oldest, longest, and least known 
of the world’s inter-marine canals. Built 


in the seventeenth century, it has always 
been known as the Canal du Midi or du 
Languedoc. Starting at Toulouse, it runs 
about 150 miles in an easterly direction un- 
til it finds the Mediterranean at the port of 
Cette. It is thus about three times as long 
as the Panama Canal, but in its locks, pro- 
portions, boats, and general.traffic it is very 
similar to the Erie Canal in its palmy days. 

When you come out of the railway station 
at Toulouse you have to cross the canal be, 
fore you can get into the city. The boule- 
vards along by it are named for Riquet and 
Bonrepos; for the father, who planned the 
canal but died six months before it was fin- 
ished, and the son who completed the work, 
And a little way up the canal is a statue to 
Pierre Paul Riquet, the inscriptions of 
which give the history of the canal in a nut- 
shell. One side tells how the two seas are 
joined at the divide of Naurouse and how 
the water comes down there from the moun- 
tains to make the commercial] highway. 
From the other sides you learn that the 
edict for construction went forth from Louis 
XIV on October 5, 1666, and that navigation 
began on May 15, 1681, and that the grate-

ful city of Toulouse dedicated this monnu- 
ment to its benefactor in 1853. Riquet 
quite modestly turns his back to his great 
work as well as on a_ ~set of veterinary 
school buildings on the other side, and 
beams on Toulouse. Well may he look at 
the city with satisfaction, for his canal in 
his day was almost as great a feat of engi- 
neering as the Panama Canal is today, and 
it laid the foundation for the prosperity of 
Toulouse as a center of inland commerce. 

The dream of uniting the Atlantic with 
the Mediterranean, the first of the two-sea 
canal dreams, had many champions before 
Riquet made it come true. It looked fairly 
feasible. Between Aquitaine and Langue- 
doc the Cavennes lower down to only 189 
meters above the sea before rising again to 
join the Pyrenees. On one side is the Ga- 
ronne flowing to the Atlantic; on the other, 
the Aude flowing down to the Mediterra- 
nean. It was only natural that Francis the 
First, with such an adviser as Leonardo da 
Vinci, should think of joining these two 
provinces, rivers and seas. Leonardo had 
given his countrymen the practical art of 
operating canal locks, as well as the 
inscrutable Mona Lisa, and if the King and 
his painter had lived long enough they 
might have put the thing through. Under 
Henry IV and Louis XIII the project came 
up again and again, and when Riquet went 
to Colbert and told him he could produce 
the water to supply the canal onthe divide 
the minister was ready to listen, especially 
as Riquet came well recommended by the 
Archbishop of Toulouse. Colbert was ever 
ready to support any plan to advance the 
financial welfare of France and increase the 
glory of Louis XIV, and so after various 
commissioners had examined the plan for 
four years, Riquet was supplied with money 
from the gabelle and went to work on his 
canal, which, according to him, was going 
to make the Strait of Gibraltar a superfiu- 
ous passage and was going to reduce the 
revenues of the King of Spain at Cadiz. It 
took fifteen years to do it, and the salt taxes 
didn’t begin to pay for the work, especially 
as Louis needed his money to keep England 
and Spain at respectful distances, so that 
Riquet had to use his own private funds and 
plunge his family into debts that it took 
years of canal tolls to pay. He had the 
spirit of great inventors and was willing to 
pay any cost. “I look on this work,” said 
he, “as the dearest of my children, and this 
is so true that, though I have two daugh- 
ters to establish in life, I prefer to keep 
them at home for some time yet and use 
toward the expense of my work the money 
that I had intended to use for their dow- 
ries.” All this and more you can read be- 
tween the lines of the inscriptions on Rt 
yuet’s monument. His was a life devoted to 
the accomplishment of one fixed purpose, 
but like Moses, he died just before he saw 
his efforts come to success.

and giving orders to let in the water. 

On May 15 the same company left for the 
first navigation of the entire canal. They 
were met on the 18th at Castelnaudary by 
the Cardinal de Bonzy, Archbishop of Nar- 
bonne, and other bishops, who prepared the 
Church of St. Roch for the inaugural cere 
mony. The next day the Bishop of St. Pa- 
poul, as bishop of the diocese, gave his 
blessing to the waters of the canal, to the 
boats and all the assembly. The ceremony 
ended with a Te Deum, prayers for the King, 
shots of cannon and musketry by the happy 
inhabitants of Castelnaudary, who had never 
before seen so much water in their arid de- 
partment and who were astounded to see a 
where there had been previously 
scarcely enough water for culinary pur- 
poses.

Simplifying Chick Feeding. 


With multitudes of folders, pamphlets, 
catalogues and books that are now to be 
had almost for the asking, it seems almost 
impossible to say anything new or out of 
the way on chick feeding. But for the fact 
that many people think that chicks must be 
fed differently from their elders, we should 
not have referred to the subject at all. The 
dry chick feeds on the market are com- 
pounded of much the same grains as the 
dry poultry foods, only ground finer. “For 
sixteen or seventeen years I have been feed- 
ing young chickens with ‘‘e same food as 
old hens, with the excepiion that the 
chickens got fine instead of coarse cracked 
corn feed in the middie of the morning and 
got mash the last thing at night,”. writes 
the editor of “Farm Poultry.” “This year 
my boy, on his own account, still further 
simplified the feeding. His chickens, about 
fifty, have been fed just the same as the 
old hens, except that they got mash the last 
thing in the evening as well as the first 
thing in the morning.

If yarded turkeys are overfed and in- 
active, cut their rations almost to the van- 
ishing point until they are hungry again. 
It is often possible to stimulate their activ- 
ity by such means as hanging heads of Iet- 
tuce or cabbage just out of their reach, so 
that the} have to jump for it. Chopped raw 
meat and freshly-ground bone, fed spar- 
ingly, are splendid appetizers. 

An ideal house for yarded turkeys is an 
open-front structure, with a single pitch roof, 
divided into compartments. Each compart- 
ment should measure not less than 8 feet by 
12 feet. The front of the house should be 
screened with chicken wire, and each com- 
partment should have a door leading to a 
runway fenced with six-foot chicken wire. 
There should be dropping-boards under 
the roosts, and thin, clean, dry litter, of hay 
or straw, in each compartment. Ten square 
feet, independent of the runway, is ample 
allowance for a single turkey, so that an 
&x12-foot compartment, with the yard addl- 
tional, will house comfortably ten or a dozen 
grown birds. On rainy days the flock 
should be kept shut in the shelter. 

The final fattening process for turkeys 
should begin at least a couple of weeks be- 
fore they are to be marketed. During this 
final period birds that have previously been 
allowed to range can be yarded advantagce- 
ously, and will put on additional weight with 
surprising speed. In addition to the ration 
described above, a wet mash, fed morning 
and evening, will make a splendid fattener. 
Shorts, oat middlings, and corn meal! mixed 
to a crumbly mash with mfik, is an excellent 
combination. Celery or raisins, fed during 


the last week or ten days, will flavor the

Do not market your late-hatched or under- 
sized birds at Thanksgiving; keep them and 
fatten them for Christmas. 

If you have leanings toward the fancy, and 
wish to exhibit any of your birds, it is neces- 
sary to have the runways—when you are 
yarding your turkeys—wire-covered, so that 
your birds will not fly out, or get into the 
wrong compartment. Where you are grow- 
ing only for utility purposes, you can clip 
the feathers of one wing instead. 

In selecting the birds to keep, choose your 
biggest, best-shaped, most vigorous hens. If 
they are well marked, too, so much the bet- 
ter. They should be the birds that have 
shown the quickest growth. Save the best- 
shaped, vigorous, vigilant gobblers, of me 
diim rather than excessive weight. 
Twenty-five or thirty-pound males, mated 
to big, well-shaped hens, will give just as 
big birds In the succeeding generation as 
oversized gobblers, and there is less risk 
| with them. 

See to it that every bird that was 
marked for weakness when it first came 
from the egg or that has since been weak 
or sick In any way, no matter how good its 
subsequent growth may have been, is dis 
posed of. Vigor is so important with tur- 
keys that your breeding stock must be 
hardy all the way through. 

If at any time any of your turkeys show 
signs of disease, isolate the alling bird im- 
mediately. If the trouble is any kind of 
cold or roup, accompanied by watery eyes 
or swelled head, put potassium permanga- 
nate in the drinking water of the flock as a 
further preventive against spread of the dis- 
ease. Give your sick turkey a couple of 
liver pills, and feed it only green food. and 
unless the trouble fs a very malignant one 
it will usually pull through. 

The roosting poles, roosting sheds, or tur- 
key-houses should be sprayed at least once 
a month with some good strong lice killer 
or other disinfectant. This will not injure 
grown turkeys, but will serve instead to 


keep them healthy. 
After the first of the vear, when the flock 
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natural for them to do so, turkeys will learn 
to scratch for their food assiduously, and 
will benefit from the exercise. The litter 
must not be allowed to get deep, however, 
and must be kept dry, clean, and as coarse 
as possible. Bean straw, when procurable, 
makes an excellent scratch litter for tur- 
keys, as it doesn’t break up into fine par- 
ticles into which they wil! not dig. Alfalfa 
hay may be mixed into the litter, and will 
serve to supplement the green food. 

After the commencement of the breeding 
season, when the hens are beginning to lay, 
they can be fed for ege production. The 
best way to do this is to keep the grain ra- 
tion down, feeding the additional food ip 
the shape of a dry mash, kept constantly be 
fore them. Equal parts of whole oats and 
dry bran will give excellent results. Even 
when birds are on range, a hopper of oats 
and bran, in some easily accessible place, 
will prove beneficial. 

Too great care cannot be taken of tur- 
key eggs. They should be kept on clean 
straw, in a cool, dark place, and moved ev- 
ery day. They should be set as soon as 
possible after being laid. Any egg that has 
been dropped, unduly jarred or exposed to 
strong sunlight (that has been laid in the 
yards, for instance, and been in the sun 
half the morning.) should be marked and 
put aside as a second-class egg that is not 
likely to hatch a strong poult. 

To break a hen of sitting, it is usually 
only necessary to keep her shut up for two 
or three days, so that she cannot reach the 
nest in which she has laid her clutch. If 
she is with a gobbler, so much the better. 

It is advisable, whenever possible, to 
have only one gobbler with a flock of hens. 
This is because two or more gobblers may 
fight or interfere with each other, and since 
there is only a single fertilization for an 
entire clutch of turkey eggs. might result in 
the loss of the entire setting. If you have 
more than six or eight hens, keep your addt 
tional gobblers shut up and allow them to 
range with the hens alternate days. With a 
very large flock this is of course not feas 


ible. 
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The Human Body—Its Care, Use and 


Signs of Heart Weakness. 


ECENT studies of blood pressure have 
developed the fact that there are cer. 
tain well-defined symptoms of heart 
weakness that are the forerunners of or- 
ganic heart disease, which, if corrected, 
will prevent actual organic troubles. Prof. 
Moritz of Munich has recently formulated 
certain tests, many of which may be made 
by any one. 
Having in mind that the normal pulse 
rate is about seventy-two beats per minute, 
Prof. Moritz points out that a gradual accel- 
eration of the pulse when the person is at 
rest is an important sign of encroaching 
weakness of the heart. Acceleration which 
persists after physical exercise is also an 
indication, which may be tested by taking 

' the pulse while reclining, and taking it 
again after bending the knees and straight- 
ening the legs ten times while standing. 
This exercise accelerates the heart; but if 
the cardiac muscles are in good condition, 
the heart beat drops back to normal within 
two minutes if the person reclines immedi- 
ately. If the rapid pulse continues longer 
than this it is an indication that the heart 
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brought constantly in contact with the 
vapors. For cases where various unpleas- 
ant symptoms have been reported are be 
coming common; and at least one case of 
inflammation of the brain with partial par- 
alysis is on record. 
In this last case the man fell uncon- 
scious while engaged in his regular work of 
filling gasoline tanks. He did not regain 
consciousness completely for eleven days. 
And when he did so it was found that the 
muscles of his eyes were partially para- 
lyzed, and there was paralysis of the left 
arm and leg, accompanied by great dizzi- 
ness and headaches. The paralysis and re 
sulting weakness did not eniirely disappear 
for several months. 
Although there is every reason to believe 
that inhaling the fumes from the gasoline 
tanks caused this condition, it is thought 
that it was the volatile impurities in the 
gasoline, rather than the gasoline fumes 
themselves that produced the poisonous ef- 
fects. But in any event it is well to remem- 
ber that there is a certain amount of danger 
from the fumes of gasoline products if in- 

haled for a long time. 


injuries From Athietic Training. 


Every one knows that a certain amount 
of athletic training is a good thing, amd that 
too strenuous training is harmful. But re 
Hable statistics about the actual harm done 
by overtraining, or the wrong kind of train- 
ing, are not readily available, because many 
of the ill effects do not develop until later 
in life and are usually not associated with 
the early athletics. 

Prof. Torgersen of Sweden, wh® has been 
making a careful study of Scandinavian ath- 
letes, has reached the conclusion that most 
of the injuries resulting from athletics are 
due to gruelling contests by men whose 
course of training has been too short, or 
men who were physically unfit for training 
in the beginning; and that little harm, if 
any, results in athletes who are really fit. 
He shows, however, that temporary ail- 
ments, even of a seemingly trivial nature, 
may make a well trained athlete unfit for 
contests. For example,-a distance runner 
who had undergone a long course of train- 
ing developed a case of slight tonsilitis on 
the morning of the race. He felt perfectly 
well, and as hie pulse and temperature were 
normal, he was allowed to compete. He col- 
lapsed within 300 feet of the goal with signs 
of heart weakness, and has never complete- 
ly recovered. 

It is a common practice among athletes, 
when they have some slight indisposition, to 
go into the gymnasium and “work it off,” 
and this method is frequently successful. 
But ordinary hard gymnasium work is not 
to be compared with a gruelling contest, in 
which every muscle and nerve are strained 
to the utmost, and where every ounce of 
reserve force is called into ;'ay. 


Cause of Decayed Teeth. 


Primitive man did not need tooth lotions 
and antiseptic dentrifices, for many times 
daily the teeth and mouth were disinfected 
by the germ-destroying and inhibiting acids 
of juicy fruits. At feeding times, the chew- 
ing muscles were brought into vigorous 
action and the teeth made to strike their 
roots deeper into their bony sockets by the 
exercise of cracking nuts, while their 
crowns were thoroughly brushed, scoured 
and polished by the chewing of fibrous roots 
and other esculents. The splendid dentures 
of the gorilla, which still sticks to the orig- 
inal primate bill of fare, afford good evi- 
dence of the efficiency of a natural diet as 
a means of teeth conservation. 

The teeth of modern man are almost al- 
together deprived of these natural protec- 
tive influences. Fruits are eaten as a lux- 
ury rather than as a substantial part of the 
diet, and many people eat no fruit at all. 
By milling and cooking processes, the cel- 
lulose and other resisting structures of the 
food are so broken up that the grinding 
functions of the teeth becomes superfluous, 
and the mouth becomes simply a port of 
entry for foodstuffs. 

But the fundamental cause of dental de 
cay lies deeper still. In a general way, all 
matters of diet which tend to deteriorate 
the body by lowering the vital resistance 
may encourage dental decay. This is espe

Lead Poisoning From Cosmetics. 


Cheap cosmetics are likely to be harmful 
because they may contain some preparation 
of lead. And lead poisoning is a serious 
matter, not only to the individual poisoned, 
but to his offspring. Moreover, the symp- 
toms of lead poisoning appear so gradually, 
and in so many peculiar guises, that it may 
not be suspected until it is fully established, 
and most difficult to cure. 

An analysis of the cheap cosmetics shows 
that many of them contain “Flake White,” 
which is a subcarbonate of lead. When 
preparations containing this are applied to 
the skin in the usual manner—that is, 
rubbed on the face with a moist sponge— 
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a certain amount of the lead is absorbed, 
and may produce lead poisoning in which 
the symptoms make their appearance s0 
slowly that they are not detected as the ef- 
fects of lead for a long time. Face powders 
which contain lead may also produce pol- 
soning: and recent investigations seem to 
show that as a result of using such powders, 
“many women suffer from lead intoxication 
of varying degrees, causing in them anemia, 
debility, constipation, ete., and perhaps 
nephritis.” 

One of the investigators expresses the 
opinion that “many cases of general nerv- 
ous debility, some cases of insanity and 
various types of paralysis are caused by the 
use of cosmetics containing lead.” And he 
adds, “I am convinced that lead absorbed 
in this manner is an important contributing oll. 
factor in impairing the health and lessening 
the general efficiency of a considerable 
number of women.” 

It does not appear that the better grades 
of cosmetics and face powders contain 
lead. But lead is the basis of most of the 
cheap preparations. : 


Correcting Flatness of Boiled Water. 


It is generally conceded that the most 
practical and effective way to purify water 
for drinking purposes is to boil it. It is pos- 
sible, of course, to filter out the germs; but 
filters that really accomplish this effectually 
are complicated and expensive. Moreover, 
one can never be certain that even an ef- 
fective filter may not develop defects that 
are not easily detected, and thus be worse 
than useless. 

With boiled water, however, there are no 
complications: it is simply a matter of mak- 
ing sure that the water actually bolls. Un- 
fortunately this same useful boiling process 
leaves the water flat, tasteless and unpal- 
atable to most persons. But this flatness 
may be corrected by running the boiled

Rev. John Wesley, Healer. 


The work of the Rev. John Wesley as a 
reacher has so completely overshadowed 
the other accomplishments of this remark- 
able man, that his work as a physician is 
practically forgotten. Yet during his life he 
was known almost as widely for his skill in 
healing diseases as for his success in sav- 
ing souls. His little volume of domestic 
medicine, “Primitive Physic,” published in 
1747, was one of the most popular books of 
its time, and passed through thirty-two edi- 
tions. Some of the remedies suggested in 
these various editions are interesting as 
demonstrating the fantastic notions about 
diseases and remedies that prevailed in the 
great preacher's time.

It is good to eat anyhow, and it is easier 
to grow than oranges or lemons; and the 
trees are an ornament and delight. Let us 
therefore have them on our home grounds 
at least. The tree is evergreen and when 
full grown is to my mind as fine an orna- 
ment as a magnolia, of which we have so 
many beautiful specimens in this region. 

From this city some of the most conveni- 
ent trees to visit are those at the Walker 
place, No. 1547 Las Palmas street, and at 
the Dickey place, No. 200 El Cerito place,

If rains are dilatory, the alternative of 
cultivation is left and is imperative in order 
to retain all the moisture for your growing 
plants and is quite as effective and less ex- 
pensive than frequent irrigations without 
subsequent cultivation.

You can plant the patch you missed last 
month in more potatoes and the second tur- 
nip crop can be sown. The asparagus bed 
can be well mulched and kept down prepar- 
atory to cutting of the succulent shoots 
from the last season's planting. 

It will be well to get in a “catch crop” of 
corn in which the worms will congregate

Grow Proven Plants.| 
PRACTICAL SUGGESTIONS FOR AMA- 
TEUR GARDENERS. 


O NOT begin garden planting in vio- 
lent opposition to natural conditions 
and needs. Grow only plants that are 
known to do well under conditions of soil 
and climate somewhat comparable with 
those obtaining in your garden, more par- 
ticularly in the matter of trees and shrubs, 
for these make the foundation and frame- 
work of your garden. If you indulge in a 
few novelties or tender plants in lesser ma- 
terial, they are but incidentais, and if fail- 
ure results the garden plan is not inter- 
fered with, for the necessary fundamental 
work still stands a substantial and satisfy- 
ing structure. ° 
Do not have many kinds of plants, for 
miscellaneous mixtures seriously detract 
from the restfulness, simplicity and dignity 
of the garden as an entirety. If you have 
trial grounds for experimental! planting then 
collections of many kinds are desirable, but 
for a home garden you should rather have 
many of a kind. In the former numerous 
labels are a necessity: in the home garden 
there should be none. Have a plan of your 
garden or paper: note thereon the position 
of every plant by number. Jot down these 
key numbers on the margin of the plan, on 
a separate sheet, or better still, keep a gar- 
den book of records. After each number

Danger of Tasting Plants. 


[New York Sun:] A child is an adven- 
turous person, and the temptation to taste 
anything which comes in his way is very 
strong. It cannot be too often insisted upon 
that this habit should be strongly inveighed 
against and children absolutely forbidden to 
taste any berries, etc., or even to pick them.

Meat for the Armies. 


The frigerificos are now freezing vast 
numbers of sheep for exportation to Europe. 
Some of these institutions are killing as 
many as 6000 a day, and a great caravan of 
frozen sheep and lambs is om the march 
across the sea to the armies of the allies. 
Argentina was the first country to export 
frozen meat to England, and the first ship 
ments were on account of the foot and 
mouth disease, which kept the live cattle 
and sheep out of the United Kingdom. It 
was not until 1885, however, that the indus- 
try was definitely established by the open- 
ing of freezing works. It proved profitable, 
and today there are something like ten com- 
panies, with a capitalization of many mil- 
lion dollars. The business done in frozen 
mutton alone amounts to $5,000,000 or 
$6,000,000 a year, and since the beginning 
it has brought im more than $115,000,000. 
The beef shipped abroad is sent in quar- 
ters. The mutton and lamb are shipped in 
whole carcasses, and the animals killed for 
the purpose number millions. The car- 
casses weigh from thirty to fifty pounds 
each, and the English prefer the medium 
weights. The mutton has to be thawed be- 
fore selling, but it is said to be quite as 
good as any of the fresh mutton sold by its 
side in the markets. 

During my stay here I have gone through 
a freezing factory which has a capacity of 
5000 sheep every day. When I entered the 
killing-room the floor was covered with 
blood. There were 2000 sheep in the pens, 
and hundreds had been skinned and cleaned 
and hung up to cool before being put in the 
freezing-rooms. I stopped for a moment 
and timed the killing. Within just three 
minutes I saw a sheep pass from its active

colns, and those of the north are Lincoina, 
Rambouillets, Black Faces and Southdowns. 

Of the 75,000,000 sheep now in Argentina 
it is estimated that there are about 30,000, 
000 made up of cross-breeds, and about 10,- 
000,000 Merinos. There are 18,000,000 Lin- 
colns, something like 9,000,000 Rambouillets, 
and several hundred thousand Black Faces 
and Southdowns. The herd book of the 
Rural Society has a record of 16,000 pedi- 
greed sheep. The flocks are increasing in 
value, and they are now estimated to be 
worth upward of $540,000,000. 

Here in Buenos Aires province the sheep 
are kept in fenced inclosures. In the south 
they are herded by shepherds, and the size 
of the average flock is several thousand. 
They are watched by a shepherd on horse- 
back, and are allowed to graze about as they 
please. No artificial feeding is done. The 
sheep live out of doors from one year’s end 
to the other. There are no sheds, barns or 
stacks of hay in that region. The sheep 
wander off in the morning grazing in the 
direction whence the wind blows, and tuey 
return in the evening to sleep about the huts 
of the shepherds. It is only where the grass 
is plentiful that the fields are fenced with 
wire, and the most of the animals wander 
about on the pampas or plains. The close 
grazing betters the grasses, and a farm is 
improved by the keeping of sheep. The 
herder receives about $20 a month, or he 
may herd on the shares for one-fourth of 
the profit. His life is dreary to an extreme. 
His only home is a mud hut away out on 
the prairie, and his only com are 
the sheep, his house and his dogs. His 
chief food is mutton and his employer 
allows him to kill enough sheep to supply 
him with meat.

England, like Germany and unlike France, is a country where everybody, from 
noble to working man, believes it to be a social duty to make and spend as mueh 
money as possible: where all the efforts of. edueation and publie opinion tend to 
multiply the necessities and commodities of life. More slowly and with less bold- 
ness than France, England is transforming the State into an Institution entirely 
human, subject only to the opinion and ill of the people.

HERE remain Turkey and Japan. Generally 

when a war breaks out in Europe between a 
Christian and a Moslem power — whichever it may 
be it 1s spoken of as a conthet between enilization 
and barbarism. Even the friends of Turkey have 
never hesitated to acknowledge that Turkey has, for 
a long time, represented barbarism, punctiliously ob- 
stinate in the conviction of her military prestige, 
ready to defend with her last drop of blood her one 
remaining possession in Europe.

A eonvineing proof of this is shown in Japan. 
Half a century ago Japan was a military theocracy 
founded upon the same prineiples on whieh the Turk- 
ish Empire rests: vet Japan is Europeanized much 
more than is Turkey. The semi-reiigious devotion to 
the Emperor and the heroie sentiments of ancient 
times have not yet fully disappeared. But Japan has 
meanwhile learned how to adapt and assimilate Amer- 
ico-European culture and meehanical industry. She 
has not, had to struggle against the insuperable re-

HAVE not touched upon Austro-Hungary. And

Sarah, however, saves nothing from 
her vast earnings, whereds Patti is 
worth several millions, and her pos 
sessions in the way of jewels are the 
most valuable ever accumulated by 
a stage celebrity! 


F STRICTLY American attrac- 

tions, playing at ordinary the- 
ater prices, “Ben-Hur” bolds the rec 
ord in very many respects. This play 
is now in its twelfth year and it still 
can draw $230,000 in a single week; 
morcover, this production is able to 
“repeat” year alter year ‘ith no vis- 
ible decline in its vogue. The ex- 
traordinary spectacle of a single pro 
duction going to a city the size of 
Altoona, VPa., and playing a full week 
is a rare one; but when it is said 
that even in this small city $15,000 
was taken in, it is amazing to those 
who know what this means, but 
“Ben-Hur” has achieved this record 
in that city twice within a few 
years. 

Next to “Ben-Hur” the greatest and 
and most sustaining vogue was that 
which the late Denman Thompson 
in “The Old Homestead” had re.
